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APPLICATION — THE LAW OF SUPPLY 


A lecture give at Serenity Spiritualist Church on Feb. 2, 1975 
through the Mediumship of Richard P. Goodwin 


This morning’s topic for discussion, our morning lecture, is en- 
titled, Application, the Law of Supply. Now a topic for discus- 
sion of this type is indeed one of the most sensitive that can 
publicly be discussed. Let us think for a few moments what 
happens in our mind when we mention the word supply. If we 
believe that we are enjoying supply in the things that we believe 
that we need, then there is a good feeling, a good emotion that 
comes over our being. If we believe that we are short in what we 
consider is a supply of our needs, then a different feeling, a 
different emotion comes over our mind. What does this in truth 
mean to us? Does it mean that we are in truth the instruments 
for the divine limitless abundant flow called God or Infinite 
Intelligence? Or, does it mean that through an error of ignorance 
we have become the obstruction of this divine limitless abundant 
flow of energy? 

Most of us, I am sure, are aware that supply of anything, be it 
material, mental or spiritual is nothing more nor less than the 
effect of directed energy. Now man has what is known as free will. 
Man, and man alone, has the choice within his being of how he 
wants to direct this Divine Intelligence or energy. If we permit 
the experience of yesterday to be the guidance for our eternal 
moment of now, then the emotions and the feelings of yesterday 
will continue to control our lives. If in looking backward, we see 
that we have accepted what the masses of people have chosen to 
accept, commonly referred to as lack and limitation, then we, and 
we alone, have chosen to give our divine birthright to the masses, 
to those who choose to suffer in self-created lack and limitation. 

All forms are an inseparable eternal part of One. Our affirmation 
in this philosophy is truly quite simple. It says, ‘‘I am spirit, form- 
less and free, whatever I think, whatever I think, that will I be.” 
And so it is my good friends, that we have not only the golden 
opportunity to choose what we think, but we have the divine 
right to apply what we think. 

Our lecture topic is Application, the Law of Supply. It does not 
benefit mankind to learn the divine natural laws of life and not

move them into physical, material, mundane application. We 
know that man in truth is spirit, mind and body. The spirit is not 
limited, God, the Divine Intelligence, does not choose to with- 
hold from you or anyone anything that you are seeking. It is the 
lack of applying the divine natural laws that cause us to accept 
this or that is not for me. The rain falls on all of God’s creations, 
the human and the plants alike, and so does the sun shine. 

When we feel emotional concerning our seeming temporary 
inability to attain what our minds are seeking, it simply means 
that the divine law is not being applied in what is known as the 
electrical field of your own being. It does mean that. it is in- 
balanced, the understanding of God’s natural law, in the magnetic 
field.

There has 
never been a time in recorded history that so—called lack or 
poverty guaranteed spirituality. 

Spirituality is inseparable from our mental body and our 
physical mundane body. We have the divine birthright to enjoy 
the fullness of the world in which we are expressing. To enjoy the 
fullness of our spirit does not in any way, shape or form guarantee 
the necessity of the limitations and starvation of our physical and 
mental worlds. It does mean, my good friends, an effort, an 
application of the natural laws that we may enjoy the fullest of 
the life that we have a right to enjoy. When our mind looks out 
at the world, it says, this is all I have, and being all that I have, I 
must keep it, because if I do not keep it, then tomorrow I will 
be without it. Our philosophy teaches and demonstrates that man 
and man alone is a law unto himself. If we believe, if we accept 
that what we have this moment is all that we have, then we 
transgress God’s divine natural law and we become the obstruction 
for the eternal limitless flow. We deny in fact and in application

Without continuity one has nothing. As the old saying goes, 
one has only a “‘flash in the pan.” In other words, if the fold dust 
doesn’t continue, one is just wasting one’s time panning for 
nothing. 

Whatever your motive may be, continuity produces results. A 
good salesman, a beautiful home life or spiritual awarness, what- 
ever may be your endeavor, you must have continuity. If you 
want to become a doctor or a lawyer, you must continue to the 
end. Skipping classes will produce bad grades and will eventually 
lead to becoming a “‘drop out.” 

It seems that lack of continuity occurs to the most talented 
people.

In religion, men call these changes ‘‘a new dispensation.” Think 
of the progress of mankind before the era of Moses! Arts, agricul- 
ture, science, society, morals, governments—all wonderfully flour- 
ishing under the sun in Egypt, in Persia, in Babylon, in Chaldea. 
And yet, with the authority of a heavenly sovereign, Moses, with 
the exception of the book of Genesis, rejected all the religious 
authorities and all the sacred Scriptures which existed anywhere in 
the world at his time. He seemed to perceive enough cosmological 
and historical truth in Genesis to entitle it to a place in the new 
collection of Scriptures which would in time be written. 

This was a radical revolt. It resulted in revolution, in wars, in 
horrible conflicts between the Pagan nations and the Jewish fol- 
lowers of Moses and the prophets. Who authorized the great law- 
giver to reject and accept? Who gave him power to invalidate one 
popular authority, and to enhance and augment the authority of 
that which was unpopular? Was Mosaism a finality? Did that one 
dispensation under him comprehend and embody for all future 
ages the intentions and ways of God to mankind? 

Let us see. The Jews had among them many very learned doc- 
tors of divinity. Their sacerdotal scholars, their divinely appointed 
prophets, their chief scribes and God-ordained rulers had written 
many sacred scriptures. Things were getting into shape to stay for- 
ever. The whole body of doctrine had been declared. All laws, all 
ceremonies, all things good and acceptable in the sight of Jehovah, 
had been with infinite labor written down in books, and were 
possessed of transcendent authority. 

But just at this comfortable hour a man called “Jesus” was an- 
nounced. He entered at once into the wholesale business of a new 
dispensation. He treated the Jews according to the principle which 
they had applied to the Pagan authorities. He authoritatively ac- 
cepted (i.e., he did not peremptorily reject) the few books accred- 
ited to Moses and to the foremost prophets; but he repudiated 
without compromise all the Jewish sectarianisms and all the relig- 
ious writings of their highest sacerdotal authorities!

incidence of telepathy statistically in 1927-32, and repeated the 
famous J.B.Rhine experiments 1934-36. Automatist and authority 
on E.S.P. was awarded the William McDougall Memorial Prize 
for his book The Mindreaders, published 1959.

University of California lecturer Charles Garfield is endeavoring 
to change the stereotype of death from ‘‘a threatening Grim 
Reaper figure to an inevitable stage of existence that can often be 
approached without fear, confusion and denial.” Garfield says, 
“There is no reason to assume a person can’t mature psycholog- 
ically when dying just as in any other stage of life.” His first step 
is to evaluate patients’ will to live—a quality that he believes can 
significantly affect the dying process. ‘I don’t think anyone has 
ever died of old age,” he says. “I’ve seen a number of cancer 
patients generate the life sustaining energy for a trip, special event, 
or visit from a loved one.” Garfield is among a growing number of 
psychologists who encourage patients to adopt a participatory 
attitude toward their illness rather than one of victimization. He 
believes that a “death sentence” can be influenced by thought and 
often teaches meditation as a supplement to medical support 
systems. He says he frequently has seen improvement and even 
remissions for cancer patients who along with chemotherapy prac- 
ticed three-times-a-day visualizations on healthy cells in their 
bodies staging a war against and killing cancer cells. Garfield sees 
preoccupation with ego-aggrandizement and restrictive individual- 
ism as contributors to high death anxiety. Those who have con- 
ditioned themselves to believe that to be successful they must act 
and manipulate their world realize when they are forced to con- 
front death that their personal control is an illusion—that they 
cannot manipulate all variables—‘‘the result is a tremendous ego 
conflict.” Garfield, who is teaching Berkeley’s first course on 
death and human consciousness (which drew over 300 students 
this quarter) has set up a free phone-in counseling service in the 
Bay Area to assist the dying and their families. The service is

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A GUIDE TO MEDIUMSHIP AND PSYCHICAL UNFOLDMENT 
by E. W. and M. H. Wallis 
‘TURNED INTO ANOTHER MAN’

WRITING MEDIUMSHIP.—In 2 Chronicles, xxi. 12, we get the 
significant claim: ‘And there came a writing to him from Elijah the 
prophet.’ Mr. Stead, with his ‘Julia,’ is only repeating the claim 
here set down on behalf of Jehoram, for this is said to have 
occurred four years after Elijah passed away. 

DIRECT WRITING.—The Commandments were written by 
spirit power upon tables of stone—probably slate. 

SPIRIT WRITING.—David gave to Solomon his son the pattern 
of the porch and of the houses thereof. . and the pattern of all that 
he had by the spirit . . All this, said David, the Lord made me 
understand in writing, by his hand upon me.’ (1 Chron. xxviii. 
11-19.) Again, in Daniel v. 5: ‘There came forth the fingers of a 
man’s hand, and the king saw the part of the hand that wrote.’ 

DIVINATION.—Joseph practiced divination (Gen. xliv. 15). 
Daniel was rewarded for his divinations (Dan. ii. 47-48), as also 
was Samuel by Saul. 

PHYSICAL MANIFESTATIONS.—Gideon asked ‘for a test’ 
that a fleece might be wet with dew and the ground around it dry, 
and again the next night that the fleece might be dry and the 
ground wet, and it was granted (Judges vi. 37 and 40). It is hardly 
reasonable to suppose that the God of the Universe engaged in this 
task, and as it occurred in the dark, and without critical observers, 
the testimony is less valuable than that of the witnesses to present- 
day facts. Ezekiel (viii. 3) testifies that a hand took him by a lock 
of his hair, and the spirit lifted him up between earth and Heaven. 
We are told that an angel released Peter from prison. The house 
where the Apostles assembled was shaken, and angels, called 
‘young men,’ are reported to have rolled away the stone from the 
door of the sepulchre, but this happened in the dark, when no 
witnesses observed its occurrence. Abraham is said to have ‘waited 
in a horror of great darkness,’ &c. 

TRANCES.—The spirit from the Lord will come upon thee and 
thou shalt prophesy (speak forth), and shalt be turned into another 
man’ (i.e., controlled by another man).

A child’s constructive use of imagination can reap many bene- 
fits according to Dr. Joan Freyberg, private psychothereputic 
practitioner and staff member and lecturer at the Postgraduate 
Center for Mental Health in New York City. “Imagination and 
flight from reality have had their detractors in educational and 
psychological circles, but recent evidence shows that imaginative 
play significantly helps the intellectual development of children,” 
she claims. In her own research and practice Dr. Freyberg cites 
that in disadvantaged five-year-olds who were trained to play 
more imaginatively, there were gains in attention span, self- 
control, and in the ability to interact and communicate with other 
children. And she says, ‘“‘I have found that adult patients who re- 
port playing imaginatively as a child, or who had an imaginary 
companion, more easily coped with life crises and generally re- 
sponded more quickly to treatment.” ‘“‘Children need their pri- 
vacy, free from the bombardment of outside stimulation, to pay 
attention to their own imaginative processes. Overprotective and 
ever present parents, as well as noisy and crowded conditions in 
the home, discourage children from the essential awareness of 
their inner thoughts,” she contends. ‘“‘A parent who has positive 
feelings about pretending and who encourages, demonstrates and 
teaches it to his child in the preschool years, helps to develop this 
important skill.”

‘I was in deep sleep on my face toward the ground; but he (the 
man Gabriel) touched me and set me upright.’

‘The spirit entered into me when he spake unto me, and set me 
upon my feet, that I heard him that spake unto me.’ (Ezek. ii. 2.) 
Some mediums are unconscious, others hear the spirit speaking 
through them. 

UNCONSCIOUS TRANCE.—‘Therefore have I uttered that I 
understood not, things too wonderful for me, which I knew not.’ 
(Job xlii. 3.) 

‘To whom hast thou uttered words? and whose spirit came from 
thee?’ (Job xxvi. 4.) (Evidently there were different controls and 
they were known.) 


CURIOUS CONDITIONS 


Conditions were required then as now, and sometimes very 
trivial means were employed, as when Jesus put his fingers into the 
man’s ears, ‘spit and touched his tongue,’ and again, ‘He spat on 
the ground and made clay of the spittle, and put it on the man’s 
eyes.’ Sometimes he required to be alone, or in the presence only 
of sympathetic friends. ‘He put them all out and took her by the 
hand.’ ‘He took him, the deaf and dumb man, aside from the mul- 
titude.’ ‘He took the blind man out of the town.’ (Mark viii. 23.) 
Prayer and fasting were necessary for certain phenomena, and 
bigoted opposition or strong prejudice militated against successful 
results. The disciples failed, and were rebuked by Jesus (Luke ix. 
40, 41), but Jesus failed too, according to Matthew xiii. 58. “He 
did not many mighty works there, because of their unbelief.’ 
Honest and reasonable doubt is no detriment, though rancour is.

SWEDISH POTATO DUMPLINGS WITH PORK 


(KROPPKAKOR) 
2 lbs. Potatoes Filling: 
1 egg yolk 1/4 lb. salt side pork 
1/2 cup flour 1/4 lb. smoked ham 
1 teaspoon salt 4 tablespoon onion, chopped 


to every qt. water - 1 teaspoon salt 


Wash, peel and boil potatoes in slightly salted water until almost 
done. Drain and put through potato ricer. When cold, mix with 
egg yolk and flour and season. Cube pork and ham, fry in skillet 
and remove to platter. Saute onions in fat until golden brown and 
mix with meat. Put potato mixture on floured board, make long 
roll and cut in 10 sections. Make hole in each and fill with meat, 
then close and shape into round dumplings. Drop into salted 
boiling water and cook 15 min. Serve immediately with melted 
butter.

1 cup flour 3 eggs 
2 tablespoon sugar 3 cups milk 
1/4 teaspoon salt 


Sift flour into bowl; add sugar and salt. Then add eggs and milk 
gradually, stirring until well blended, and let stand 2 hrs. Heat 
Swedish pancake pan (or ordinary pancake pan) and butter well. 
Beat batter again, pour by tablespoonful into sections of pan and 
fry on both sides until nicely brown. Place on very hot platter 
and serve immediately.

The causes are, first, ignorance of the use and holiness of mar- 
riage; second, a lack of spiritual culture among those who, in other 
respects, are intelligent and exemplary persons; third, a transitional 
fact incident to the slow growth of the ages. 

What is the third commandment? ; 

The third commandment is: “Obey the law of Parental Love 
with a pure and reverent devotion;” for the foundation of the 
world is Childhood; and the happiness of future spheres bubbles 
out of terrestrial fountains. 

What is required in the third commandment? 

The third commandment requireth that parents should respect 
the rights of the babe before birth by abstaining from all blood- 
love indulgence; also, after its introduction to objective life, that 
parents and guardians open many liberties to off-spring, and teach 
the awakening faculties quietly and only as they ask questions; 
until the season has arrived when physical industry and mental 
discipline become both natural and necessary; then the Harmonial 
Institution should go on with the requisite process of harmonizing 
the body and mind of the young.
